The Election 


It has become a custom for the last several years to 
preface the Annual Record of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company with a few observations on events occur- 
ring during the Captain’s Year. 

It cannot be supposed that these comments are of any 
great value now, but in years to come, as our lineal suc- 
cessors peruse these pages, these few thoughts on our current 
life and times may be of interest. 

: We believe the single event of greatest import to occur 
during the administration of Captain Migell was the re-election 
of President Dwight D. Eisenhower. Although the President 
suffered a coronary attack during his first term, a tremendous 
‘Majority of the American Electorate returned him to office. 

In these tortured times of seething unrest throughout the 
world, it seems reasonable to believe that his great military 
stature was the thing that inspired the desire for his con- 
tinued leadership. 

Although the re-election of the President had military 
aspects because of volatile world conditions, the most impor- 
tant military and diplomatic event to occur was the invasion 
of the Suez Canal Zone by the British and French. This in- 
dependent action, although justifiable when seen from the 
European view point, certainly rocked the diplomatic boat. 

Fortunately, neither became committed beyond recall and 
through the intervention of the United Nations the situation 
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was returned to an uneasy peace. Nevertheless, this precarious 
balance has left the Middle East the principal area of unrest 
in today’s world. 


From a Company point of view one of the more impor- 
tant situations that developed was the drive for nomination 
by the Democrats of our Comrade, Senator John B. Kennedy 
for President of the United States. Certainly an attractive 
and capable young man, many of our Comrades feel that he 
may indeed be the Democratic Nominee in the near future. 


Of tremendous historical interest, particularly to our 
Ancient Company, was the sailing of the Mayflower II from 
England for Plymouth, Massachusetts. Our Company, such a 
vital part of the Old Bay Colony, looked forward to greeting 
the intrepid Captain and Crew at our June Day Celebration, 
but alas, the winds did not favor us and the good ship did 
not arrive until after the First Monday in June. We were 
informed that a Gorget, used by the Honorable Artillery 
Company of London, circa 1700, had been placed on the 
ship for delivery to us by Captain Villiers, but the ceremony 
had to be postponed until after June Day because of the 
tardy arrival. 

In general, economic conditions were good during the 
1956-57 term, and Members looked forward hopefully to con- 
tinued prosperity. 

And so, in the custom of our forebears, we thank the 
Almighty for His blessings during the year.

The Committee visited, (and made arrangements for 
the later reception of the Company) Malines, Ghent, Bruges 
and Bastogne in Belgium, and Rotterdam and The Hague 
in Holland. 


The Committee accorded its grateful thanks to the Ameri- 
can Embassy at Brussels, the American Consulate at An- 
twerp, and all Belgian Military and Civic Officials with whom 
they had contact.

We felt quite at home 
because the Pastor was Father Paul D. Collins, the son of 
Eddie Collins, the Baseball Immortal who spent so many 
years with our own Boston Red Sox. Lieutenant Ralph L. 
Garrett, the Company Clerk, read the Scripture Lesson at 
this service, 

Following the Church Services we were guests at a lunch- 
eon in our honor given by UFAC Brabant and Interfraternelle 
des Regiments d’Artillerie 40-45.

. _On-each Fall Tour of Duty, every effort is made to 
proyide a ceremony by which we may honor our own hero 
dead who have fought for the cause of freedom on foreign 
soil. Two World Wars in recent years have claimed many 
American lives in Flanders and so it was fitting that one day 
should be dedicated to honoring our countrymen who diced 
in the Battle of the Bulge. : 

Again in Uniform the Ancients travelled to the village of 
Bastogne where American Forces dug in during the bitter 
December of 1944. 

We arrived at Bastogne about 11:00 A.M. and just 
beyond the village square the Company stood at attention 
before a monument to civilians who died at enemy hands, 
while Captain Migell solemnly placed a wreath. 

Just outside the town a similar ceremony was held at 
the place where Corporal Emile Cady, the first Belgian soldier 
to die, was killed on May 10, 1940. 

From there we marched up the hill to the Mardasson, a 
breath taking monument built by the Belgian people as a 
Memorial to the Americans who died in defense of Belgium. , 

Here our First Sergeant, Lieutenant Colonel Richard P. 
Sullivan delivered a stirring address, the more poignant be- 
cause he had fought here himself. : 

Religious services were then held in the beautiful Chapel 
beneath the monument. After the Catholic and Protestant 
Services, a Jewish Service was held with our own Comrade 
C.P.0. Mark Bortman presiding. 
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Later Major General Bouhon of the Belgian Army de- 
scribed the Battle of Bastogne to the Company. 

After lunch in the Hotel Lebrun we left on a motor tour 
of the Battlegrounds and then returned to Brussels by a 
most scenic route through the Meuse River Valley by way of 
Namur. 

In the evening we attended a Reception by the Belgo- 
American Club at the Hotel.

This day was described in our program as “Ancients” 
Day” and was certainly a memorable day for the Company. 
‘After breakfast we were transported to the Place de 
Palais, a great, broad avenue on which faced the Royal Palace 
of the Kingdom of Belgium. As the Company was forming 
for the traditional Fall Field Day Parade the ranks faced 
this great edifice housing the Royal Household of Belgium. 
From time to time we could observe the curtains move as 
people watched our formation. Possibly the King himself, 
certainly the young Prince must have peeped out at these 
good friends from across the sea. How different it must have 
seemed from the view a scant dozen years before when the 
uniformed ranks were those of occupying enemy hordes. ; 
Promptly at 11:30 the Parade moved out, to the martial 
music of Belgian bands. Our ranks were augumented by a 
number of distinguished American soldiers stationed in Europe.

After lunch the company toured Brussels by Motor Coach 
and ended with a tour of the ancient Hotel de Ville or City 
Hall and then came a most enjoyable ceremony at the world 
famous statue of the Mannekin-Pis. 

This famous little man has received several hundred uni- 
forms from great military units throughout the world and 
we were honored to be permitted to present him with an 
Ancient’s uniform which he will wear one day cach year. 

After this presentation was made dozens of comrades had 
their pictures taken in front of the statue. Then all as- 
sembled in the adjacent Cafe Mannekin-Pis where we were 
addressed by local dignitaries who were officers of the distin- 
guished Society of Friends of Mannekin-Pis. 

Here we learned that far from being a local curiosity, 
the little man has actually been the symbolic rallying point 
of freedom loving Belgians for hundreds of years and that to 
the fiercely patriotic citizens of this country the statue has 
the same significance as our Statue of Liberty!

First I must tell you how much Mr. Spinoy, Minister of National 
Defense, regrets not being here tonight, on account of a last moment 
matter of urgency. 

He asked me to present his excuses. 

In the name of the Belgian Government, which I represent here, 
I first want to tell you how appreciative the Belgians have been that 
your sage and honorable Company has chosen Belgium for your 319th 
Annual Fall Field Tour of Duty. We are grateful, too, for the very 
kind words that have been spoken. ‘ 

Captain, Gentlemen, amongst those kind words, it has been said 
that Belgium is a Citadel of Freedom. That is true. Amid the very 
numerous aims and feelings that we have in common with our American 
friends, it is certainly the love of freedom that has the deepest roots, 
and that is the dominant feeling. 

In French we say that the heart has reasons that reason does not 
know. It is, of course, those reasons of the heart that are the basis of the 
great affection of Belgians for your dear Country. 

But along with those reasons of sentiment, there is one that is less 
disinterested, but determinative without doubt. That is, that without 
our great friends of America, Belgium’s Citadel of Freedom would soon 
be, we know it, only an empty phrase. : 

You have said too, that you invoke on Belgium many blessings. 
Well, the dearest blessing, to us, and the one to which you can con- 
tribute, is not to let us lose that vital protection of the U.S.A., that we 
need as much as our daily bread.

He has been constantly by my 
side and, without him, I dislike to think of what actually

Lieutenant Joun S. Noran: The Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


I am more than just happy and proud to have been asked by our 
Governor, the Honorable Christian A. Herter, to bring the official greet- 
ings of the Commonwealth to your great sovereignty of Belgium. The 
Governor has told me that during the trying and anxious days of World 
War I, he was plunged by the vicissitudes and emergencies of war into 
the role of Acting United States Minister to Belgium, although then 
only twenty-one years of age and that, while here, he formed many, many 
enduring friendships. Though he stayed through bitter times and stirring 
events, Governor Herter has never forgotten Belgium and even today 
vividly recalls the proud resolve and strength of all Belgians in the 
face of oppressive totalitarian forces from without. 


Just a short time ago, in more peaceful times, Governor Herter 
was delighted to have been able to lend to Belgium for consultative 
purposes our very able Massachusetts Commissioner of Commerce, Richard 
Preston, whom most of you know. 


As an individual, I am especially proud to be an official of the 
Massachusetts State Government and also a part of the noted Herter 
administration. 


Although New England has long had an erroneous reputation for 
being cold and reserved, I welcome every and any opportunity to 
refute this charge. We of Massachusetts are endowed with a special 
quality that is universally applicable and transportable to any human 
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being on the face of the earth. We are a friendly people and we have 
long memories. Our nation and your nation have marched shoulder 
to shoulder in the great wars of our time. We have been comrades on 
the battlefield, at the conference table and in the channels of pacific 
commerce and intercourse. 


So, in responding to the many nice things that have been said 
about our beloved country, I would be remiss indeed if I did not add 
that your own Belgium has a place in the hearts of all Americans, 
especially in the hearts of the citizens of Massachusetts, which is singular, 
lofty and revered and it will always be so. Just as the glorious history 
of America can not be written without devoting pages of praise to the 
men of Massachusetts who came to a new land in search of freedom 
and opportunity, who pioneered in the fight for liberty and _who formu- 
lated our type of Government and devoted their lives to its improve- 
ment and preservation, so too, must our eternal praise and gratitude 
go to the brave citizens of Belgium, both past and present, who have 
always stood by us in time of need, as well as in happier times such 
as these. 


In writing the glorious history of man’s struggle for freedom, volumes 
of praise must also be devoted to Belgium and, just as you were kind 
enough to extend an invitation to us to come here today and this week, 
so am I delighted to extend to you on behalf of Governor Herter his 
invitation to visit Massachusetts tomorrow. Our State abounds in 
scenery, mountains, peaceful valleys and seashores. Nowhere else in 
America can there be found such an impressive number of historic 
shrines and sight-seeing attractions dating back to the days of the 
Pilgrims and the birth of our nation. We are particularly noted the 
world over for our outstanding educational facilities and cultural in- 
stitutions. Like your own fine sovereignty, we in Massachusetts are 
proud of our industrial tradition, for there you will find vigorous com- 
merce, industry and retail trade; also, some of the finest and most 
technical workers in the world. 


So, if you ever must leave this wonderful country of yours, even 
for a short vacation, a visit to the larger cities and smaller towns of 
Massachusetts, replete as they are with culture and charm, would I 
am sure be memorable indeed. In the meantime, as spokesman for 
Massachusetts, may I offer you the combined and fervent prayer of my 
countrymen that Belgium may continue to have many, many years 
of security, stability, prosperity, happiness and fulfillment.

We especially salute those whose deeds are so worthy. None inspires 
our admiration more than this Unknown Soldier representing all soldiers 
and symbolizing the fierce and oft-forgotten role of those who must do 
the fighting for freedom. 


As we solemnly gather about this Eternal Flame, the hearts of 
the American people join in this tribute across the seas to their beloved 
friends in Belgium, With this thought in mind and with warm bonds 
of military comradeship, we have placed a wreath of flowers in com- 
™Memoration of the Unknown Soldier of Belgium and his countrymen, 
living and dead. May this salute be accepted as a sincere token of the 
affection and admiration of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts towards the people of independent Belgium. 


Presentation or Fiacs av Basrocne 


At the request of Miss Collette DuBois, flags were secured 
for the states of Nebraska, South Dakota, and North Dakota 
for placement in the Museum at the Mardasson. This was 
done on the occasion of the visit of the Company to Bastogne 
on Monday, 1 October, 1956. 
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Revorr on Bastocne 


Under the very able guidance of General Bouhon, the 
Company was taken for a tour of the Battlefield. 

Bastogne, at the time of the Battle of the Bulge, was 
the most important road center in the battle zone. Seven 
main roads converged on the city. The strategic importance 
of the city is of particular preponderance, especially in winter. 
We were shown how troops, low in morale, beaten and falling 
back under adverse weather conditions, struggling to hold 
positions, resisting panic and, finally, under the able guidance 
and dynamic leadership of a young and fiery commander, 
the dynamic MacAuliffe, whose reply, “Nuts” to the Boches, 
served to spur his troops into emulating their commander in 
his defiance of refusing to surrender. The clouds did disappear ; 
supplies fell from the skies. A bunch of guys who had made 
up their minds to stick and not let themselves be pushed 
around, persevered. With their faith in victory and tenacity 
of winning they experienced victory. 

For us, Bastogne should be a guiding light — a beacon. 
Let us fix our gaze on it. Let us always revere those valiant 
American troops who held, and, like them, let’s keep our chin 
up — let’s keep that faith which moves mountains and pro- 
duces victory. 

During the 1956 Fall Tour of Duty, Lt. Col. Richard P. 
Sullivan, First Sergeant of Infantry in the Company, de- 
livered the following address at Bastogne, Belgium. 


“Officiers de l’Armée Belgique, Mesdames et Messieurs, il n’est pas 
possible pour moi de parler vous frangais. Je parle Anglais seulement. 

Captain Migell, General Officers, Past Commanders and my com- 
rades of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 
This solemn occasion being of such great significance, and because of 
the many things that I could think of to say, and because of the 
importance of each thought I had, I felt I was not capable of retain- 
ing them all in my memory, and rather than suffer any of the items to 
be forgotten, I will ask you to bear with me while I refer to my 
prepared notes.

I deeply appreciate the opportunity to return here to Bastogne after 
an absence of a little more than a decade, and to join with you, my 
comrades of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts, in the ceremony within this inspiring and beautiful memorial, 
erected to commemorate and honor the heroic deeds of man. 


History records no greater achievement than the victory won here; 
made possible by the disciplined valor, unswerving devotion to duty, 
coupled with the unparalleled audacity of the men who fought here. 

This is the second time within the period of twelve years that a 
military organization of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts has en- 
joyed the hospitality of the Belgian people. The warmth of the greet- 
ing and the kind and enthusiastic concern for our comfort, the every 
effort to make our stay here a pleasant one, has once again emphasized 
the close bond of friendship and admiration that exists between the 
people of Belgium and the people of the United States. For this we 
are indeed grateful and happy. 

In December of 1944, under conditions less peaceful than today, 
the 26th Infantry Division of the Massachusetts National Guard, the 
“FAMED” Yankee Division, spearheaded the attack of the United 
States Third Army on the south flank of the German breakthrough. 
The attack was launched a few kilometers to the east of where we 
now stand. 

Their mission was to cut the vital road from Bastogne to Wiltz and 
drive the enemy out of the pocket enveloping the south and east of 
Bastogne. 

Those were critical days of fighting in bitter cold weather and deep 
snow. The stubborn battle waged day and night through the Christmas 
season. With determination and dash the 26th Infantry Division drove 
northward, relieved the pressure on Bastogne and pinched off the 
breakthrough. 

It is fitting that we of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
should be here today to pay tribute to those men of Massachusetts, and 
others, who fought here in December 1944 and January 1945. 

Despite the remarkable developments in technology — despite the 
weapons and machines which have vastly expanded our striking power; 
it is still a basic truth — that the only absolute weapon is man. 


Upon his determination and courage, his stamina and his skill, rests 
the issue of victory or defeat. 


Wars are won when the enemy’s will to continue is destroyed.

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History recorded here has shown beyond any question that when 8 
people are determined and believe in the cause for which they are 
fighting, victory is their reward. 

A belief seems to prevail in some circles — that modern wars 
may be quickly won by means of nuclear and thermonuclear weapons 
which will make unnecessary the operations of ground combat forces. 

No man can be sure of the nature, duration or outcome of “ALL 
OUT” wars of the future, if such a catastrophy should occur. There- 
fore, no concept could be more potentially dangerous, perhaps even fatal, 
than the idea that a war would last only a few days or weeks. 

War can take too many forms and be characterized by too many 
uncertainties and surprises for any single conception of its course to be 
warranted. 

The ultimate extent to which machines can successfully replace 
men is one of the great unknowns in this modern world. 

As long as there is war — much of it will be fought on the ground, 
and the men and machines of “our” days here will be required. 

We are deeply conscious of the horror of “ALL OUT” wars — we 
are dedicated to the idea that our weapons must not be our master — 
but our servant. 

We are dedicated to the freedom of man, not his destruction. 

From the “heroic deeds” of the men who fought here, from their 
courage and determination — we have the inspiration and understand- 
ing to use these tools — so as to make this a better world dedicated to 
the freedom and brotherhood of man. 

Let us forever remember the heroic people of Belgium as well as 
our own honored dead. 

Gentlemen, standing here — looking around, without difficulty I 
can recall many things more personal than that which I have said. 

My recollections were prompted — by the stencilled story of the 
battles in this area which were distributed in the busses on the way here. 

Gentlemen, this is no impersonal story to me — and if you at a 
later time will check this paper you will find on the first page thereof, 
the names of Lt. Col. William Desabris — a close friend of mine, a fine 
officer — who had been seriously wounded close by here. I had often 
been his house guest at his home at Fort Benning, Georgia; where 
he lived with his charming wife “Jackie,” beautiful daughter of Lt. 
General Geoffrey Keyes. 

You will find the name of Lt. Col. O’Hara, who following this 
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stage of the war, was to lose a finger while his combat command of the 
Tenth Armored was relieving my unit, the Fifth Ranger Battalion, after 
it had been “cut off” for several days behind the German lines. 

Yes, Gentlemen, and many others, who gave their lives here — will 
be long remembered, for instance:

Recrrrion to Generat ALFRED GRUENTHER 


It was the good fortune of The Company, during its 
Fall Tour of Duty, to have had the opportunity to meet 
General Alfred Gruenther, Supreme Allied Commander in 
Europe. 

The American Ambassador, Frederick Alger, Jr., ex- 
tended a cordial invitation to the Captain to attend a recep- 
tion at the American Embassy as an official farewell to General 
Gruenther, who was in the process of retiring from active 
Military service. Captain Augustus J. Migell, accompanied 
by his First Lieutenant, Major Walter T. Anzoni, attended 
this reception, held on Wednesday, October 3, 1956. This 
afforded both officers the wonderful opportunity to meet the 
General in person. Captain Migell was honored by having 
his picture taken by the official photographer with both the 
American Ambassador and General Gruenther. 

The same evening, General Gruenther entered the dining 
room of the Hotel Metropole where he was staying. Ap- 
proximately 75% of the Company were still eating when he 
arrived. He was most warm and friendly meeting and shak- 
ing hands with all of us. One of the most outstanding

The environment of childhood often leaves lasting im- 
pressions. So one can understand the lasting impressions 
gained by our departed Comrade, E. Douglas MacPherson, 
standing at his Grandmother’s knee and listening to her as 
she read Tennyson’s stirring poem, “The Charge of the Light 
Brigade” and as she afterward explained to him that she had 
had an ancestor who took part in that famous Charge, then 
he learned the full meaning of comradeship, loyalty and de- 
votion to duty. 

Later, as a young man, we see him becoming a member 
of The First Corps, Cadets of Boston which is now known as 
the 126th Tank Battalion. 

We see him plodding through the rain and the mud in 
France of World War I as Private MacPherson, with a heavy 
pack on his back, made still heavier by the rain, moving along 
with the others with the rain and mud squeezing out from 
his shoes, and the straps of his pack cruelly cutting into 
his shoulders, yet, one hour later, we see him shaved and 
shined with an entire change of dry clothing neatly pressed 
and looking as smart as one of the models in the best haber- 
dashery store windows on Washington Street in Boston, be- 
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cause Douglas knew how to get favors from the truck drivers, 
regarding his extra baggage. 


July 18, 1918, was an outstanding date in American 
history at Belleau Wood near Chateau Thierry, when hundreds 
of thousands of Douglas MacPhersons, in the uniform of the 
United States, from early sunrise to sunset, without any 
“Coffee Breaks” or time out, taught the German Army, as 
well as the whole world, what an outraged America could, 
would, and did do, for, from that date, the retreat began 
which did not have any rest until the Armistice.

With the Armistice, and his discharge from the Army, 
and a final medical examination, he was warned by the Doc- | 
tors of a very serious physical condition to which he paid | 
no attention. 


He became active in business organizations, Masonic 
circles, Red Cross, and in 1935 became a member of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 
He rose up through the different offices and, in 1950, was 
elected Captain of the Company. At the time of his death, 
he was a member of the Board of Trustees of the Permanent 
Fund of the Ancients. He was a diligent worker in Sceret 
Signal Work in the Civilian Defense in World War II. | 


In his last illness, and under the constant care of his 
devoted wife, word reached him of the serious illness of a 
Comrade in West Roxbury Veterans’ Hospital. Against his 
wife’s wishes, he, though it was late at night, procured trans- 
portation to the Hospital and stood at the bedside of his 
unconscious Comrade.

Every member of the Ancients knows how we feel about 
the Massachusetts Military Academy. It is a splendid job 
that is being done there in training men to become officers 
in the National Guard, and I am very happy to present the 
Commandant of the Massachusetts Military Academy, Briga- 
dier General Lawrence F. Carew. 

There is a comrade here whom I regard as one who has 
had a distinguished career in the military service, the Com- 
manding General of the 26th Infantry Division, Major General 
Reginald A. Maurer.

The next gentleman has been acclaimed as not one of 
the best, but the best Adjutant General of all the 48 states. 
During the past year I have had many opportunities to con- 
sult with him and to be with him on various occasions, and 
I am very happy that we have gracing our head table, the 
Adjutant General of the Commonwealth, Major General 
William H. Harrison, Jr. 

, Since he has been assigned here we have come to know 
him pretty well, and our regard for him increases each day, 
and I am very proud to present at this time the Commandant

I have been very fortunate in that the officers you have 
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elected to serve with me have been most capable and most 
cooperative. I am very happy to present to you, and to com- 
mend to you comrades for higher office, my Second Lieutenant, 
Lieutenant I. Jerome O’Connor. 


The same can be said of my First Lieutenant. You have 
observed his performance not only this past year, but as 
Second Lieutenant and as Adjutant, and believe me, without 
any reservation whatsoever, I can also commend him for the 
next higher office, my First Lieutenant, Major Walter T.

The next gentleman I would like to present is the Consul 
of the Federal Republic of Germany, Dr. Werner von Hollen- 
ben. 


The next gentleman is my old friend, a former city 
councillor, former state senator, former treasurer of the Com- 
monwealth, and now the congressman from the 10th Congres- 
sional District, a disabled war veteran, a member of our com- 
pany, the Honourable Laurence Curtis, who will say a few 
words. 


Lieutenant Curtis: Captain Commander, Reverend Clergy, His 
Excellency the Governor, His Honor the Mayor, distinguished guests all: 


What a wonderful evening this is to sit down with all of you men 
who have maintained your interest throughout the years in the defense 
of your country; and to hear the caissons go rolling along, which used 
to be the song of the Artillery, but is now an Army song. 

I happen to be a soldier of World War I and I say to you we 
shall not break faith with those of you who died. We shall not sleep. 
America has kept the faith and the American people have shown their 
willingness to give of their substance in large measure to keep up the 
defenses of our country in order that America can lead the free world 
and speak the only language that is understood by the opponents of the 
free world, the language of strength. And I can report to you, in the 
lower house there was passed this past week the largest appropriation 
for the defense of America which has ever been passed in peace time. 
And I intend to see the Senate do even better. And, gentlemen, I 
offered an amendment carrying the additional sum of ten million dollars 
which was appropriated to continue and strengthen the six months’ 
military program that has been such a success as administered by your 
great 26th Division Commander, Rex Maurer, and by the Army authorities. 
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It is something I shall never forget, to have this opportunity to be 
here with you tonight and to be granted these few moments at this 
microphone. 

Thank you very much. 


Carrain Miceri: Thank you very much, Mr. Congress- 
man. 

To continue, the incoming Second Lieutenant, who today 
was elected on Boston Common, whom you will meet later, 
but I shall ask him to stand for a bow, Lieutenant John V.

Tux Apsutant: The sixth star on the field of blue in 
our Nation’s Banner; Massachusetts, the Mother of our Com- 
pany ; for whose protection we were organized, at whose service 
we are ever ready for call; Massachusetts, where a govern- 
ment of Liberty, Justice, and Obedience to Law, had its in- 
ception on the American Continent. 


Gentlemen, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Cries of “the Commonwealth, the Commonwealth.” 
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Caprain Micreru: Gentlemen, we were honored today by 
having in the line of march our Commander-in-Chief. I think 
that this is only the second occasion that he has graced our 
head table. I sincerely hope that it will not be the last. 

Gentlemen, our Commander-in-Chief, His Excellency the 
Governor of the Commonwealth, the Honorable Foster Furcolo, 
will respond to the toast to the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts. 


Honoraste Foster Furcoto: May I first of all, in responding to 
the toast, commend the outgoing officers and all who served with them, 
for an exceedingly fine job for which Massachusetts is very grateful. And, 
of course, to the incoming officers and those who serve under them, 
every congratulation and good wish for the future. 

To all those who participated in the ceremonies today which I found 
to be extremely impressive, and a source of inspiration to all those in 
the Commonwealth, and apparently to those who came from outside 
the borders of the Commonwealth, our gratitude for again making it 
an occasion well remembered by all of us within the state. 

To this great organization, and all those in it, an organization that 
stands for all that is best and loyal, for devotion to duty, for love of 
state and nation, may I say that your tradition of service and your 
heritage of loyalty to the state and the nation and the love of our 
Commonwealth are cherished by the state of Massachusetts and by all 
the sons and daughters of Massachusetts. You set a high mark by 
your ideals and patriotism, and it is one that is well marked. 

So, may I say in responding to the toast to the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, speaking for all the citizens of the state, may I say to 
you Massachusetts counts you among her finest. 


Caprain Micrti: Thank you very much, Governor 
Furcolo. 

We have with us this evening an outstanding gentleman 
who came from Philadelphia to be with us and parade with 
us today, and he told me he enjoyed the ceremonies very 
much and I am sure we enjoyed having him with us. He has 
had a distinguished career as educator, soldier and civic 
leader. 

He served as a field officer in World War I. In 1923 he 
was commissioned as Captain of the Pennsylvania National 
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Guard and through the ensuing years rose steadily in rank 
to Commanding Officer of the 103rd Cavalry Regiment in 
1935. He was appointed Brigadier General in 1942 and 
Major General in 1944. From 1943 until his retirement in 
1946 he was Commanding General of the Pennsylvania Na- 
tional Guard. 

Immediately subsequent to the attack on Pearl Harbor in 
1941, he was directed by the Secretary of War to organize a 
three state civilian defense corps for the states of Pennsylvania, 
Delaware and New Jersey. In 1942 he was Commander of 
the Air Force Training Base, and was responsible for train- 
ing Air Corps Cadets for commissioning in the United States 
Air Corps. 

His outstanding achievement was undoubtedly the de- 
velopment of the Valley Forge Military Academy which he 
established in 1948. In 1954 he was appointed personnel ad- 
viser and consultant to the Honorable Charles E. Wilson, 
Secretary of Defense, and in 1955 he was appointed Chair- 
man of the Armed Forces Policy Board of the Department of 
Defense. 

He has received many honors and decorations for his 
outstanding military service, both in the military field and in 
education. He also was the first recipient of the Pennsylvania 
Meritorius Medal. He was honored by the Republic of Brazil 
with their award of The Military Order of Brazil Grade of 
Grand Officer and by Nicaragua with the Presidential Medal of 
Honor. 


For his contribution to education General Baker received 
the degree of Doctor of Laws from LaSalle College in Sep- 
tember, 1955. General Baker was created a fellow of the In- 
ternational College of Surgeons for his services to mankind 
in education. He is one of the few civilians who have ever 
received this honor. 


It is my great pleasure and with great pride I present 
to you the Superintendent of Valley Forge Military Academy, 
Lieutenant General Milton G. Baker. 
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Licutenant Genera Mitton G. Baker: Captain Migell, Governor 
Furcolo, Mayor Hynes, distinguished guests and friends: 


I am going to get a copy of that from Captain Migell tonight be- 
cause I want to give it to the Philadelphia newspapers, so they can 
hold it in the dead file and use it as my obituary. 

No one can come to Boston without being conscious of the press 
of history. It speaks from almost every corner. In politics, the law 
and letters, the arts and sciences, you have produced men and women 
who have written bold, beautiful chapters in America. And the wonder 
of it all is that their deeds and works were never dull or arid, but were 
characterized by a charm that has made them timeless. 

So, in saluting this Honorable Company this evening, it would be 
both impractical and unnecessary to go beyond your environs to seek 
a point of beginning. Paul Revere personifies it so well, and I will set 
my theme by the light of the lanterns that swung in the belfry of Old 
North Church one hundred and eighty two years ago. Their brief flash 
sparked the souls of millions who followed it onto the snow-swept hills 
of Valley Forge, to the lair of the Barbary pirates in sluggish waters off 
Tripoli, to the ancient citadel of Montezuma, the sun-festered wheat- 
fields of Gettysburg, the white-walled buildings of Manila, twice across 
the terrain of France, through the vastness of the Pacific to Japan, and 
to the mud and mountains of Korea. 

My mind this evening turns also to another flickering light, in the 
ted sanctuary lamp before a cathedral altar in thirteenth century Eng- 
land. There candidates for knighthood knelt in solitary prayer to Al- 
mighty God that He would make them worthy to be called a “soldier.” 
From twilight until dawn, these young noblemen, resplendent in their 
coats of mail, kept their eyes fixed on the cross, while their shield and 
sword lay before them to share the solemn hour of dedication. 

This splendid breed of men, immortalized for us in the word crescen- 
dos of Scott and Tennyson, differ only in attire from the homespun-clad 
Revere, who, at the peril of his life, thundered across the moon-flooded 
countryside to immortality. 

Paul Revere was a citizen soldier, like you, Gentlemen — the proto- 
type of many who took their muskets and powderhorns down from the 
broad beamed mantels over their fireplaces, to give emphasis and mean- 
ing to the philosophy subsequently expressed in the Declaration of In- 
dependence. 

European nations for centuries had employed professionals to fight 
out their quarrels, and when the superbly equipped British forces beheld 
the embattled farmers, shopkeepers, and clerks on the greens of Lexing- 
ton, they contemptuously called them “rabble in arms.” That phrase 
became our badge of pride, for it bespoke the determination of our 
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people to beat their ploughshares into swords when might became neces- 
sary to make right prevail. 

The Founding Fathers wisely provided in the Constitution that no 
titles of nobility should be conferred in these United States, for once 
having given force to the proposition that we, the people, are free and 
equal, no term — no title, no matter how high-sounding could add a 
cubic inch to the stature of an American! But if we have foresworn the 
title, we can still claim the office, for I say to you, that nowhere on 
earth has the laurel of nobility rested more deservedly or worn so well 
as upon the brow of our citizen soldiers. 

Relatively few have chosen to follow the profession of arms as a 
career, because we are essentially a peace-loving nation. Consequently, 
in time of war, our military and naval strength must be culled from 
the countinghouse and marketplace, the classroom and the farm. Our 
distaste for a large standing army antedates the eighteenth century 
when the scarlet coat of the British was considered a threat to our 
liberty. 

Even the founders of your famed Company encountered difficulties 
when they sought to organize it. The Puritan magistrates reflected on 
the example of the Pretorian band among the Romans and the Templars 
in Europe. However, your ancestors proved themselves to such a degree 
that when the General Court of Massachusetts proclaimed the Militia 
Law of 1643, they wrote in the preamble these words: 

“as piety cannot bee maintained without church ordinances 
and officers, nor justice without lawes and magistrates, no 
more can our safety and peace be preserved without military 
orders and officers.” 

Yet the spectre of an overlord supported by his own troops led 
us to a firm resolve that our standing forces should never be larger 
than absolutely necessary, lest a big standing army prove an invitation 
to tyranny. 

But when danger threatens our liberties, it is one of our most glorious 
boasts that young America responds to the call to the Colors. 

It is these young men that we pay homage tonight. I say “young 
men” advisedly, because even though many of whom we honor have 
been dead for centuries, and many have gone more recently from your 
midst, and some heads are now tinged with silver, “in our youth,” as 
Holmes put it, “our hearts were touched with fire!” 

I cannot help but think that Ponce de Leon’s quest for the magic 
fountain was not in vain. He sought youth eternal in a bubbling spring 
in Florida, when all the time it was in his and our bloodstream. America 
is the Fountain of Youth, watered by the faith that, under God, all 
things are possible. To be blessed by American citizenship is to be 


forever young! 
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Still, like youth, we have much to learn. So fast have we grown, so 
many heights have we scaled, in the relatively short span of our country’s 
existence, that we have scarcely begun to plumb our depths. In a head- 
long rush to meet the challenge of the new, we too frequently ignore 
the values of the old. We extol the exploits of our heroes during their 
brief moment of glory, but when their day is done, their faces, names, 
and deeds evaporate in the mists of yesterday. That thrice-wounded 
soldier of the Civil War and your fellow Bostonian, the late Oliver 
Wendell Holmes phrased it so poignantly in addressing one of the grad- 
uating classes of Harvard University, when he said: 


“Three years ago the old Colonel of my regiment, the 
Twentieth Massachusetts, died. He gave our Regiment its 
soul. No man could falter who heard his “Twentieth In- 
fantry, Charge!” 

“I went to his funeral,” said Holmes. “From a side door of 
a small church a body of choir boys came in like a flight 
of careless doves. At the same time, the doors opened at 
the rear of the church, and up the main aisle advanced his 
coffin, followed by the few remaining gray heads whom he 
loved and commanded, and whom he was now leading for 
the last time. The church was practically empty. No one 
remembered the old soldier whom we were burying — no one 
save a small handful of his comrades. And I said to myself, 
‘The Twentieth Infantry has shrunk to a skeleton — a ghost 
— & memory — a forgotten name which we other old sur- 
vivors alone keep in our hearts,’” 

“And then I thought: ‘It is right. It is as the Colonel 
would have had it. This is part of the soldier’s faith. Hav- 
ing known and done great things, to be content with silence 
when our last earthly taps are played.’” 


Now I disagree with Holmes, for it was not right. It was not just 
the fact that a gallant officer had slipped unnoticed into eternity, but 
rather that the Regiment into which he and his comrades had poured 
their treasured youth, was withering into dust without anyone to 
snatch up its standard and pass it on to succeeding generations. Too 
often a monument, erected by a Regiment, becomes immediately its 
tombstone. 

It is not sufficient that we raise statues and placques, for in a few 
years the figure becomes a stranger, and the bronze loses its eloquence 
in tarnished green. 

Instead, others should do as you, of this Ancient and Honorable 


Company have done — lay hold of the past and make it a vibrant part 
of the present! 
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What a single soldier may do in a moment of brave splendor may 
ultimately become unimportant, but what has lifted him to high valor 
is of tremendous significance. The unrelenting, undeviating devotion to 
duty — the disregard of self so that the day might be carried and the 
mission accomplished, the preference of death to dishonor — these are 
the attributes of the soldier's faith — these are the pathways to great- 
ness — these are the sacred intangibles by which fathers bid sons hold 
high the torch of liberty. These are the reasons why a Company, a 
Regiment, a Division, a Corps should outlive its muster roll. 

Your modesty prevents you from recognizing the contributions you 
have made. When I watched you parade this afternoon on the Common, 
it was almost as if a chapter in history was unfolding before me. I could 
envision boys in Puritan Boston watching your forebears march off to 
the Indian wars. I could picture the pride of their son’s sons in suc- 
ceeding years as they stood in silent admiration as your Company’s 
lines swung past. And the lads who gathered at Long Wharf on that 
rainy day in 1774, when they stood with Hancock’s Boston Cadets and 
the Boston Grenadiers awaiting the arrival of General Gage as the new 
Royal Governor of Massachusetts — their blue coats outstanding among 
the scarlet uniforms — must have been bursting with confidence that 
they and their compatriots could defeat any army in the world. 

As you marched today, you were not only keeping faith with your 
noble past, but with the golden future of America. 

Why do not more of our Regiments keep their traditions? Largely 
perhaps because as citizen soldiers we have come to look upon war as 
a strange interlude in the path of our civilian tasks. When the recollec- 
tion of dangers shared is still fresh in soldiers’ minds, they resolve to 
keep alive the comradeship born of battle, but as memories are dimmed 
in the sweeping tides of business, they lose their sensitive touch. You 
of the Ancient and Honorable Company of Artillery are to be con- 
gratulated on your constancy. 

During the past three years while serving as Chairman of the 
Reserve Forces Policy Board and the principal advisor to the Secretary 
of Defense on Reserve and National Guard affairs of the several ser- 
vices, I have had an opportunity to appraise these things which I have 
felt deeply almost all my life. I am more convinced than ever that 
there is no better foundation for good citizenship than an association 
with a military or naval unit. Let me pay tribute to the wisdom of 
the men who reached that conclusion back in 1638 and founded this 
Honorable Company. 

And in paying tribute to you, let me conclude by summoning the 
words of a fellow Pennsylvanian, Colonel Latta, speaking at the dedica- 
tion of his regimental monument on the battlefield of Gettysburg, twenty 
years after the Civil War had ended. To me they seem to impart a 
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soul to the bronze figure of the soldier, and to sum up the qualities of 
all our men who have risen to America’s defense. 


Of the citizen Soldier, Colonel Latta said: 


“His military ambition fades with the return of peace. His 
fame endures with the honors he has won, his glories vanish 
with the subjugation of his foes, and, bowing to the law his 
bravery has sustained, he finds his home in a citizenship he 
has helped make secure. Such was the strength of these 
United States.” 


God forbid that it ever change. 


Captain Micern: Thank you, General Baker, for a 
most inspiring address.

It is with a great deal of pride and with a great deal of 
honor that I present the Mayor of the City of Boston, the 
Honorable John B. Hynes. 


Honoraste Joun B. Hynes: Thank you, Captain Commanding, 
Captain Elect Murphy, very distinguished guests, officers, comrades and 
friends and members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company: 


For over 300 years the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
has been part of the heart and the very core of the City of Boston. 
Other generations of Ancients who have long since gone to their reward 
were stalwart citizens of our great old city. Nowhere are there such 
uncompromising foes of those who dared to cast aspersions of slight or 
otherwise upon the mother city of our country. 

Never since the war for independence were the Ancients of old 
called to arms to defend Boston from the blows of the enemy. But 
if that call had come, we know that our brave predecessors would have 
responded with enthusiasm, indeed with a savage ferocity and they would 
have driven that enemy to ignominious defeat and devastating defeat. 
Such were the noble men of the Ancients of other years. 


And are they different today, the modern Ancients? Are. they as 
stalwart, as brave; are they less devoted to the old city which three 
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centuries ago cradled their names, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. 

There are those detractors who say that the Ancients of today have 
but a thinly concealed tolerance for the old city. No particular pride 
in its great history, and no deep affection for its time honored en- 
thusiasms. How wrong, how base, how incredulous, how exceedingly false 
is such an accusation. Let me be one to drive this vile slander back to 
the murky depths from which it sprang; let me be one to proclaim that 
the Ancients of today would be the last to permit any harm to befall 
our fair city and the first to rise up en masse to preserve its integrity 
and its future. Let me be one to cry out that the modern day Ancient, 
with a burning realization of Boston’s needs, will man the ramparts, 
like the true warriors they are, and fight for the sales tax, fight for 
justice for Boston. Yes, fight to save Boston from strangulation by those 
who eat our bread and drink of our sustenance. This is a pretty snide 
way to get my point over, isn’t it? 

And where can we find more valiant men in our city today than the 
Ancients of this day? Where, oh where, is there one single body of 
men so indomitable, so influential, so invincible as the men of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 1957. The day may not be 
far off when the opportunity will come to gird your loins and harken 
to our call for reinforcements. Will the Ancients be deaf to that call? 
No. (Cries of No, No.) No, in a tremendous echo. 

So from tonight on you gentlemen of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company will be known not only as members of this great 
company of historical reknown, but from tonight on you will also be 
known, by authority vested in me, you are to be known as the defenders 
of the virtue, the integrity of the body and soul of that gracious old 
lady, Dame Boston. From this night on I shall enjoy sweet and peace- 
ful repose if I shall know that behind me in unbroken ranks march the 
men of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, holding aloft the 
pure white banner proclaiming your company as the champions, as the 
protectors, as the guardians, as the peerless, the fearless defenders of 
old iene So oil up your butts, it is pretty near time we started to 
march.

Tue Apsuranr: Gentlemen, as a link between the glory 
and valor of the past and the hope of the future, the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company extends its pledge of un- 
divided support to our comrades of all the Armed Forces, 
united in one patriotic spirit. 

Gentlemen, the Armed Forces of the United States. 


Carrain Micriu: To respond to the toast to the Armed 
Forces of the United States we have a high ranking naval 
officer, Vice-Admiral J. L. Hollaway, Jr., who came here 
from Washington especially for this occasion. 

He graduated from the Naval Academy in June of 1918. 
His first assignment was to the destroyer base at Brest dur- 
ing World War I. 

Between the two world wars he served on various duties 
both ashore and afloat, including service in various destroyers 
and the cargo ship Sirius. In 1939 he became Chief of Staff 
to the Executive of the Atlantic Fleet. In World War II, at 
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the outset he was assigned to duty as gunnery chief in the 
Officers Naval Operations. In 1942 he was Commander of 
the newly commissioned destroyer Squadron 10 of the Atlantic 
Fleet and participated in its operations as one of the principal 
gunnery officers. For his service in operations he was com- 
mended by the Secretary of the Navy. 

During 1943 he commanded the destroyer squadron of 
the Atlantic Fleet, receiving the ribbon of merit for meritorious 
conduct in that capacity. Again he was commended by the 
Secretary of the Navy, this time for outstanding performances 
for the Bureau of Naval Personnel. 

He next commanded the U.S.S. Iowa. That battleship, 
under his command, participated in the heavy blows dealt 
the Japanese homeland. For outstanding services he was 
awarded a gold star in lieu of a second ribbon of merit. 

He was named Commander of the Fleet Training Base in 
Florida in August of 1945 and was assigned additional duty 
with the Secretary of the Navy, charged with the develop- 
ment of systems and methods of educating officers for the 
Navy. Later he was appointed Assistant Chief of the Bureau 
of Naval Personnel for Demolition. In January of 1946 he 
was appointed Assistant Chief of Naval Personnel. 

Between 1947 and 1950 he was Superintendent of the 
oi Academy and Commander of the Severn River Naval 

ase. 

I am sure he is entirely unaware that back about 35 or 
36 years ago, he was on a ship, the U.S.S. Florida at the 
same time I was. I think at that time he was a Lieutenant 
J.G., and I am sure he was also entirely unaware of the existence 
of a little eighteen-year old coxswain by the name of Augustus 
J. Migell. 

He subsequently commanded the cruiser force of the 
United States Atlantic Fleet and on February 2, 1953 as- 
sumed his present duty as Chief of Naval Personnel and 
Deputy Chief of Naval Operations. It is indeed with great 


honor that I present to you, comrades, Vice-Admiral J. L. 
Hollaway, Jr. 
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Vice-ApMiraL J. L. Houtaway, Jr.: Captain Migell and members 
of this distinguished organization who were so kind as to invite me to 
respond to the toast to the Armed Services: 

I approach this task, I assure you, with great humility. I entered 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the City of Boston with 
humility, as a Federal Officer of about 40 years service. I have just one, 
two or three thoughts to give you. 

First, this institution, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 
I salute you; you are the senior service, you are the senior to the 
Army, who is the senior service; we recognize next the Navy, next 
the Marine Corps and next the Air Force. You are the senior service 
of 319 years, I believe older than any other in the United States; I salute 
you. 

Your motivation, the experience from which your devotion stems 
calls for the same patriotism, and is the same thing that motivates 
the Armed Forces. 

Next the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, so representative of our 
federal system, so finely established by the founders of this great country, 
and so ably represented by your distinguished Governor. 

The third, the Congress of the United States, the repository of 
our liberties, with whom it has been my pleasure to work off and on 
for many years in Washington, and who has never failed this great 
republic. 

And fourth, the City of Boston; here am I, born in the Red River 
area of Arkansas, right across from New Boston, yet everything in this 
great country of ours, so much of what we think and like and react to 
instinctively, stems from this very sacred area of Massachusetts and 
Boston. Our literature, our way of thinking, along with our devotion 
to patriotism, and along with Virginia and Massachusetts, and the other 
early states, we draw upon them in their traditions for almost all that 
is doubly sacred in the history of this great republic, and I salute this 
area, this Commonwealth and this city most particularly in that regard; 
and the City of Boston and its distinguished Mayor. 

I had the honor to command a destroyer squadron based at Boston 
during the war. I know there is no city in this nation that was kinder, 
more genuinely kind, more interested, more courteous, to the Navy and 
to all the Armed Services than this charming city that has such a great 
Navy tradition in many ways. It often reminds me of St. James Square 
in London. This city is so closely associated with the Navy of the 
United States in its golden age, because this is the Navy’s golden age 
as the submarines and Texas towers and guided missile cruisers come forth. 

But in a way our golden age was when the Constitution sailed out 
of Boston and made the stars and stripes respected on the high seas of

the world, and Boston is so closely identified with that. There is not a 
Naval officer, not a sailorman that is not moved by the phrase in that 
lovely prayer which so typifies the golden age of the young Navy we 
speak that prayer for the Navy that those who pass upon the sea upon 
their lawful occasions may be safeguarded by the Navy of this great 
republic; and may we always live up to the responsibility to you and 
to the people of this country and work closely with our brothers in 
arms. You are one team with us and we have but one objective, the 
Army and the Navy, the Air Force and the Marine Corps and the 
Coast Guard, that is to safeguard this brave country of ours and its 
way of life.

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First of all, my sincere congratulations to Captain 
Augustus J. Migell, You gave us a year long to be re- 
membered, not only from the standpoint of a good administra- 
tion, but also you gave us a start toward revitalizing the 
military spirit in the old Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company.

A SERMON

On Tue Turee Hunprep AND NINETEENTH 
ANNIVERSARY OF

Three hundred and nineteen years is but a fleeting second on the 
face of eternity, but three centuries is a long time in the life of an 
organization, far longer than any organization is likely to survive unless 
it is worthy of survival. 


Today you are continuing a custom of many years; the colorful 
parade, the drum-head election, the banquet tonight, this memorial 
service has long been a part of this annual occasion. A tradition is 
being maintained, a custom is being observed and I would be the last 
to say that it is not good for us to perpetuate a tradition, to recall 
the honorable record of an organization such as this, and certainly to 
memorialize your dead is noble and right. The event is noteworthy, 
the purpose is most commendable, the association most enjoyable. May 
God’s blessing rest upon this service. 


Now let me tell you a story, a true story with a lesson to remember. 


Years ago a tourist traveling in Russia — it was in the days when 
a tourist could travel freely in Russia — a tourist noticed a soldier 
standing guard at a certain spot. But the spot seemed of no importance. 
It was only a small plot of ground covered with weeds and tangled 
vines. The tourist asked the people who lived nearby the reason for 
the guard. No one could tell him. Nor did the soldier himself know 
why he had been detailed to walk his post in this out-of-the-way spot. 
Curious, the tourist investigated and after a lengthy search found the 
reason. Years before Catharine, Empress of Russia, rode by this spot 
and noticed a beautiful rose bush in full bloom. She ordered a guard 
placed there to protect it, and naturally her order was obeyed. Before 
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long the flowers were gone, but the guard remained. In time the rose 
bush died and was forgotten. But still the command of the empress 


was carried out, and year after year a soldier walked that post, guard- 
ing — he knew not what. 


; This service is a solemn occasion. It is a traditional event rich in 
significance and sacred in purpose. It is right that we should be here. 
It is good for us to remember. We can do no less; we must do more. 
We must be on guard — and we must know what we are guarding. 


Like a dread pestilence the atheism and arrogance of a militant 
communism spreads over the face of the earth. We have no choice 
but to meet its challenge in the only way it seems to understand. 


; We are a peace loving people, but we will not accept peace at any 
price. Our Master, from His cross where they had nailed Him, prayed 
for forgiveness for His enemies. But there was a day when He found 
His Father’s house being made “a den of thieves,” when that which was 
sacred and precious was being made a mockery by grasping merchants 
and money-changers, and He who would not lift a finger to save His 
own life, fashioned a whip of cords and in blazing righeous wrath drove 


them out, not with words but with the sting of a lash. That they 
could understand. 


7 We have the duty of guarding, not alone our shores and our 
citizens, but also the principles that are an integral, vital part of our 
nation. And we cannot compromise those principles. They are America. 


I remember the pity, perhaps mixed with contempt, that I felt 
for a civilian worker with my outfit in France (second trip!). He was 
a likeable, well educated chap who somehow had kept out of the armed 
service. When the war started he worked with the French. When the 
Germans over-ran France, he went to work just as diligently for the 
Germans. When I asked him how he could shift his allegiance from 
friend to foe his reply was very simple: “A man must live.” Must he? 
And what is living worth if a man buy his life at the price of betrayal 
of that in which he believes? Is the compromise worth it? “What doth 
it profit a man if he gain the whole world and lose his own soul?” 

: Three crosses on a hill “outside a city wall.” There hung One who 
might have lived had He compromised His mission, His hope, His dream. 
if He had recanted, just a little; if He had yielded to the urging of 
his devout but sometimes mistaken disciples and not gone to Jerusalem 
that last week, Jesus might have lived — but Christianity would never 
have been born. Through the ages the lesson has been inescapeable — 
there can be no compromise with evil. Against such compromise in 


any guise, some sincere and well meant, some deceivingly disarming, we 
must ever be on guard. 
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We must guard against the insidious arguments of the “practical” 
cynic and the “realistic” fatalist who scoff at the very principles and 
ideals that the founding fathers molded into the character of our young 
nation. 


“Look!”, cry these prophets of doom, “Before the jungle green has 
scarcely had time to cover the rusted tanks left on the islands of the 
South Pacific, the threat of another world war bleeds every nation in 
the world of its resources. Everywhere men echo the words of the 


prophet Jeremiah crying, ‘Peace, peace, when there is no peace’.” 


Well, it is true that there is little, if any, real peace in the world 
today, Nor is the world safe for democracy, though a host of my bud- 
dies of the old Yankee Division died in the wheatfields below Chateau 
Thierry, on the plains around St. Mihiel, in the grim shades of the 
Argonne Forest. The world is not safe for free men, though men died 
by the thousands from the beachheads of Normandy and Anzio to Wake 
and Iwo Jima. 


We cannot deny that we have failed to make all of our dreams 
and ideals living realities. But what the carping cynic and the realistic 
pessimist forget is this: Ideals are like the stars. We can never hope 
to reach them, but the mariner far out at sea uses the stars to chart 
his course. 


Of course we have failed, many times. But what of that? We re- 
member Babe Ruth as the homerun king — 714 home runs! But Babe 
Ruth struck out 1,330 times. When Lincoln was a young man he ran 
for the legislature in Illinois and was badly beaten. He went into busi- 
ness and failed. He was beaten in his bid for a seat in congress. He 
was defeated for the U.S. senate. In 1856 he was defeated for the vice 
presidency, and again by Douglas in 1858. And he became “a man 
for the ages.” “Defeat may serve as well as victory, to shake the soul 
and let the glory out.” 


Ah no, the short sightedness of man is no match for the long- 
sightedness of God, else how could God have permitted his Son to die 
on a Roman cross while his closest followers crouched in hiding saying 
among themselves, “He has failed!” 


Let us, then, stand guard against the subtle poison of pessimism and 
despair, even if the world seem as dark as on that bleak afternoon when 
the crucified Christ cried out, “My God! My God! Why has Thou 
forsaken me?” 


But God does not forsake us. He does not fail us. Have we, too 
often failed God? Are we guilty of the charge that Lincoln once made 
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when he told the nation, “We have been the recipients of the choicest 
bounties of heaven; we have grown in number and wealth and power 
as no other nation has ever grown. But we have forgotten God. In- 
toxicated with unbroken success, we have become too self-sufficient to 
feel the necessity of redeeming and preserving grace, too proud to 
pray to the God that made us.” 


God, Almighty God, forgive us! Too often it has been true. Too 
often we have counted our greatness in terms of material power; too 
often we have counted our success in terms of the number of auto- 
mobiles and television sets we possess; too often we have counted our 
wealth in terms of growing bank deposits. Too often we have forgotten 
Thee and our need of Thy redeeming and preserving grace. Too often 
we have forgotten what we have been guarding. 


We guard a road. A road that had its inception in the minds of a 
handful of daring, God-fearing men, lovers of liberty who faced a 
wilderness with fear and with hope, with loneliness and with faith. It 
has not been an easy road to build. Its course has been steep and hard, 
marked with milestones that tell of the struggle, and the progress, of 
a nation. Lexington and Concord, the Alamo, Fort Sumter and the 
courthouse at Appomatox; San Juan, Belleau Woods and the Argonne, 
Pearl Harbor, Corregidor, The Bulge and Korea. It runs through the 
quiet of our New England countryside and through the throbbing centers 
of industry. It touches the peaks of the Rockies and dips into a thousand 
fertile valleys. It spans the desert and the Everglades, the woodland 
brook and the Father of Waters. It is a road that has been pushed 
across the world until today, although only a trail in Poland and Hungary 
and a score of captive counties, the road of freedom is being built, 
paved with blood and tears, but it is being built! And being guarded 
by men who will not compromise with evil. 


: Many of those whom we honor today have had a part in the build- 
ing. Many of us have helped; all of us have a part in guarding it. 
Freedom, like real religion, means responsibilities as well as privileges. 
Both of these, freedom and religion, are scorned and laughed at where 
such a road is unknown. Oh yes, religion is tolerated in Communist 
states because, although the leaders will never admit it, man cannot 
uproot the God-implanted instinct to worship and praise our Creator. 
Freedom, of speech for example? There is freedom of speech behind 
the Iron Curtain. In Russia a man is free to say whatever he thinks — 
once. 


; Thank God we can say what we think as often as we want to say 
it! And nowhere do we exercise this right of a free people more than 
in our criticism of government spending; and the tax collector is no 
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more popular today than when a publican named Matthew sat “at 
the seat of custom.” Yet we know that billions must be spent for 
armament and defense, not because we want war but because we must 
be ready with the whip of cords to drive out the despoilers of that 
which we hold sacred and inviolate, that which we hold in trust, that 
which we guard. We cannot let down our guard while waiting for the 
evil of communism to be destroyed by the unnatural climate in which 
it lives. 


But what of the enemies within our gates? Not a fifth column, not 
Communism agitators ranting on the street corners or in the most 
sacrosanct of places, not even the disgusting spectacle of corrupt men 
in high places, bad and alarming as these may be. But there are even 
more insidious and so more dangerous enemies against which we must 
be on guard: apathy, indolence, indifference, unrealistic optimism. 
Edmund Burke once said, “One sure way for evil to conquer is for 
good men to do nothing.” 


Well, probably we all do something. Ours is a Christian nation. We 
recognize our dependence upon God. We pray for His help, for peace, 
for brotherhood, then — then too often we leave it all up to God. 


I surely would be the last to discourage any man from praying. 
We need more earnest, heart-searching prayers that will bring us in 
humility to our heavenly Father to find out if “we have become in- 
toxicated with success, too self sufficient to feel the necessity of his 
preserving and redeeming grace.” 


Truly, “More things are wrought by prayer than this world dreams 
of. For so the whole round earth is every way, bound by gold chains 
about the feet of God.” 


“The prayer of the righteous availeth much” — but not everything! 
A little girl of about eight was troubled because her older brother 
had set a trap to catch birds. When her efforts to convince her brother 
that he was doing wrong proved of no avail, she told her mother she 
was going to pray that no birds would get caught in the trap. The 
wise mother smiled as she thought of the innocent faith of childhood. 
The next morning the mother said, “Well, my dear, did you pray that 
no birds would get caught in Billy’s trap?” “Yes, mother,” said the 
little girl, “And I am sure God heard my prayer and that it will be 
answered.” “What makes you so sure?”, asked her mother, disturbed 
lest a bird in the trap shake the faith of an eight year old. She needn’t 
have worried, for the child said, “J’m sure because after I said my 
prayers I went out and smashed the trap all to pieces.” 


There is a partnership that is vital to the fulfillment of man’s dream 
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of the day when swords shall be beaten into plowshares and spears 
into pruning hooks. It is not a vain dream, it is not an impossible 
will-o’--the-wisp born of man’s suffering and woman’s grief. It is a hope, 
a dream, a vision as old as the race and gradually, gradually drawing 
nearer. Guard it well! Over and over in the long history of man’s 
painful, groping, but persistent climb from barbarism to twentieth century 
civilization that vision has been a beacon light set on a high mountain 
top, a living flame first kindled in the breast of man when the Almighty 
breathed into his nostrils the breath of life as he said, “I will make 
man after my own image.” 


A newspaper reporter, who was in Korea during the fighting, told 
of watching a company of Marines fighting it’s way up “No Man 
Ridge.” “Every second,” he wrote, “there were fewer and fewer.” The 
old story of sacrifice, sacrifice for something as intangible, and as real, 
as the prophet’s dream. Later a young Marine who had climbed the 
ridge and lived to return said to the reporter, “Tell the folks back 
home there must be a better way of settling arguments than this.” 


There is a better way. By consecrated prayer, by earnest faith 
in the purpose of Almighty God, by sincere endeavor to make His plan 
work, we'll find that better way. Enemies, within and without our 
gates, will not, cannot understand the might of free men fired with 
an ideal, buttressed by prayer and sustained by faith. They cannot 
know what it is that we guard. We know! But — 


“Lord God of hosts, be with us yet! 
Lest we forget! Lest we forget!”
